Rittenhouse Society History • 1957 circa: Informally established when a group of numismatists interested 
in numismatic research banded together to discuss shared interests. Named for David Rittenhouse, first 
director of the Philadelphia Mint. • October 1959: A Rittenhouse Society meeting was held in Atlantic City at 
a convention with Ken Bressett, Dave Bowers, Walter Breen, and Grover Criswell in attendance; Dick 
Johnson and Ken Rendell were not there. • 1960: First “official” breakfast meeting was held this year at the 
Boston ANA convention. Since that time the policy has been to have an annual breakfast meeting at the 
summer ANA Convention, usually on Saturday morning at 8:00 a.m. Generally, no more than one member is 
added each year, by invitation, so as to keep the group manageable in size for the annual breakfast. In 
many years no members have been elected. • October 1962: In a letter to QDB Ken Bressett said he had 
recently met with Al Hoch, who said that his Colonial Newsletter was “dying,” and Ken Bressett said the 
Rittenhouse Society had not been active. The idea of the RS joining the CNL was discussed, but never 
happened. The RS did become more active, however. The early ideas of having elected officers, by-laws, 
dues, regular and “fellow” members, etc., lapsed, and the RS went on its merry annual way with breakfast 
meetings. • Summer 1992: Craig Whitford, new secretary, was active in numismatic publishing and other 
activities and issued a newsletter, which he created. • Various: Several years ago Brenda Bishop of the 
ANA designated the Rittenhouse Society as the first ANA honorary member coin club; a unique honor. Next 
annual meeting will be held on Saturday morning at 8 at the ANA convention, place to be announced. •
